A little short of Thursday's attendance in 1907. 


Tliis is the estimate placed upon the Thursdax' crowd 
at the county fair by Secretary Miller. He stated Fri- 
day -morning that 16.500 people, holding single admis- 
sion and membership tickets, passed through the gates. 
This means, he says, that there were about 20,000 peo- 
ple on the ground or about 2.000 less than on Thurs- 
day two years ago. Of course the Thursday crowd this 
year went far ahead of Thursday of last year as the rain 
last year kept the attendance down to about 9,000. 


Good Crowd Today. 


Secretary Miller stated that the Friday attend- 


ance is very good, the excellent race program drawing 
many. The big stock parade around the race track 
took place shortly after 10 o'clock Friday 
morning 


and was pronounced one of the best features of the 
fair. 


Everything Lovely. 


Secretary Miller says that everything 'has passed 


off in splendid fashion. No serious accidents have oc- 
curred. There have been no protests filed in any of the 
races and there has been satisfaction on all sides. In- 
cidentally the treasuiy of the Agricultural society will 
be materially enriched by this year's receipts, meaning 
a grander fair next year. The races were the big 
feature of Thursday. Banner B won the 2 r!2 pace in 
five heats.

OLD STOCK BUYER 


GIVES HIS SEASONS 


A few years ago, Newcomerstown 


was a prominent shipping point for 
cattle, sheep and horses for Pitstburg 
and eastern markets. A number of 
stock buyers, lived here, or in 
the 


neighborhood ia those days, and trav- 
eled tbc county every week for miles 
around buying stock. 


In tfiose-days it was not an unusu- 


al thing for farmers to deliver 
to 


each of these buyers as much as a 
fuil car of stock every week. With a 
half-dozen active buyers shipping con- 
siauily. business was lively around 
the cattle pens. 


!f a buyer found hi nisei fshort of a 


full car ioad on shipping day, he jump- 
ed into his saddle and galloped ox-er 
to Post Boy. or down on the plains 
iito the Isleta neighborhood and he 
was practically certain of geting what 
he needed to fill out his car whether 
it was horses or hogs, or she^p or cat- 
tie. 


Xcw all this is changed. The local 


cattle pens are rotting down from dis- 
:-se, or white-washed to make their 
emptiness look respectable . 


The other day the Index asVed one 


(of o"r old buyers, who by the way, 
.hasn't shipped a hoof in 15 years, 
what it all raeaat. He snaped out the 
ansv.-er in short meter. Said he: 'The 
farmers have found oat that if they 
will keep three or four cows, and let. 
their w.ves do the milking and churn- 
ing, and have a few hens cackling in 
;the bacq yard where their wives can 
j -watch them and run after every egg 
they lay. they can worry along uh- 
out the trouble cf raising grain and 
stock. Their wives" work themselves 
nearly to death getting a few pounds 
of butter, and a basket of eggs ready 
for market every -week, but that sort 
of drudgery brings in enougE to buy 
grccer'es and tobacco, and the men 
can set around and smoke a pipe and 
talk politics, and let farming go to 
she deninitioa bow-wows-" 


The old ex-stock buyer "reckoned 


that this new gospel of fanning with- 
out work might have its good points.
